Tax Measure

The County Facilities Sales Tax, designed to assist schools with building infrastructure and/or pay
down capital debt, will appear on the November 6 ballot in Tazewell County. The Tremont Board of
Education unanimously passed a Resolution on October 11 agreeing to reduce non-capped taxrates
by .30 cents if the measure passes. ADistrict #702 homeowner of a $200,000 property would save
around $200 on property taxes.
